It seems that the Indians had ob- 
tained a great quantity of whisky. 
During the first day’s races no liquor 
Was used, in compliance with direc- 
tions of Chief Antoine, and the prom- 
ises made by leading Indians to the 
officers of the reservation. Thursday 
the assembled Indians were joined by 
a large party fresh from the hop fields, 
where they had earned considerable 
money at hop-picking. Those Indians 
brought whisky. which so fired the 
crowd that the rougher element sent 
couriers several miles to the mining 
camp and there obtained a fresh sup- 
ply. 

Chief Antoine protested strongly 
against this course. A general fight 
followed, and We was stabbed to death. 
Four other Indians were wounded, and 
two may die. Antoine was the owner 
of several ranches in Antoine Valley. 
and large herds of horses 
and cattle. 


DISCOVERY IN ALASKA. 

(RY THE NeW ASSOCIATED 

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Sept. 22.—The 
Dawson News prints a remarkable 
story about the prospecting tour, just 
completed, of H. W. Bracken, who has 
returned to Dawson after six months 
in Northern Alaska. According to 
Bracken's narrative, while in the 
Romanoff Mountains, about one .thou- 
sand miles from Dawson, he and his 
servants ascended a mountain glacier. 
At a height of 8000 feet they found 
herds of mountain sheep frozen in the 
ice. The theory is that some extreme 
midwinter blizzard had caught them 
while stampeding over the dome. Then 
the sheep huddled together and per- 
ished the snow gradually formi an 
icy coating. Whatever portion of the 
bodies of the sheep were above the ice

"railroads at Hobart station, four 
miles southeast of Los Angeles, was 
held up. robbed, beaten and narrowly 
escaped death at the hands of two 
highwaymen, last evening. 

With his face and clothes besmeartd 
with blood, as a result of the assault 
on him, he came to Los Angeles early 
this morning in a highly-excited frame 
of mind and made a report of the rob- 
bery. 

Had it not been for a mere accident, 
he would probably now be a corpse, 
lying on the tracks of the Santa Ft 
railroad half a mile from Hobart. 

The two highwaymen, who were un- 
der the influence of liquor at the time 
of the robbery, beat Lynden with the 
butt of a revolver, knocked him down, 
and were on the point of taking his 
life, when he made his escape. 

HANDS UP! 
Lynden was sitting in the ticket of- 


for the train from San Pedro to Los 
Angeles on the Salt Lake railroad due 
at Hobart at 10:18 o'clock. Shortly 
after 10 o'clock two young men entered 
the office and asked for tickets for Los 
Angeles. As Lynden turned to look 
at them, he was confronted with a 
large revolver in the hand of the older 
of the two men. 

Instinctively, Lynden drew back, 
— the man who held the revolver 
said: 

“Put up your hands and shut your 
eyes—quick.” 

Lynden obeyed, and the men com- 
menced rifling his pockets. They had 
just begun when the operator opened 
his eyes.

UCH is the subtle power of violent

All 
men are ready to acknowledge this 
power, but few realize the extent to 
which it controls us. In our calmer 
moments we are. entirely confident— 
too confident—of our ability to distin- 
guish solid material objects of the 
world from the “airy nothings” of the 
mind. In truth, it is customary to look 
upon a confusion of things of sense 
and of imagination as one of the symp- 
toms of a disordered brain. When 
a human being gets to talking in an 
awe-stricken voice of whispered warn- 
ings and of stealthy footsteps, when 
he sees «a lurking enemy in every 
shadow and a menacing gesture in ev- 
ery swaying bough, his fellows decide 
that he needs to be detained in a place 
of safekeeping. 

SEEING WITH THE MIND. 

It is really remarkable that we do 
not oftener confuse real objects with 
fabrications of the mind. Think for 
@ moment of the appearance of an ab- 
sent friend whom you know very well. 
If your minds eye be at all clear, if 
you think easily in visual terms, the 
figure of your friend will stand before 
you with great distinctness. What, 
now, is the difference between the 
image and the actual perception of the 
person? There are the hair and eyes, 
the customary attire, the gestures, per- 
haps, and the friend's voice, some char- 
acteristic attitude, a situation, possi- 
bly, in which the individual might 
easily figure.
